A Colonel of one of the famous 
Petrograd guard regiments is now 
commander of the Bolsheviki staff 
and directs the operations of his 
army from a house on a hilltop two 
miles beyond Bulkova.

“The battle began Saturday and 
continued until Monday night. Ker- 
ensky had only 10,000 Cossacks, sev- 
eral hundred military cadets, a con- 
siderable quantity of light and heavy 
artillery and one armored train.

Dispatches from Kiet dated Tues- 
day say that the Cossacks and mili- 
tary cadets are in control in that city 
after considerable street fighting. 
The Bolsheviki made a stand at the 
Government palace, where later 
their leaders were arrested. 


The damage done to the Kremlin 
in Moscow is minimized in messages 
received here from the Maximalist 
delegates in the old Russian capital 
who say that only the Alexander Pal- 
ace has suffered. They confirm the 
burning of several houses in Moscow. 

From other sources it is renorted 
the Bolsheviki have planted heavy 
artillery on Sparrow Hill and on the 
fomous Khodin field from which they 
are shelling the Kremlin. Other re- 
ports indicate a truce has been ar- 
ranged between the Bolsheviki troops 
and the Government troops.

Auguste Rodin struggled 50 years 
against poverty and abuse and rid-

Continuing his 
work until past his seventy-fifth 
year, he had, however, notwithstand- 
ing those early handicaps, still time 
to enrich the world with innumerable 
examples of his impressionistic, in- 
spirational works, which are prized 
toth in Europe and America. 

When finally recognized, Rodir 
was hailed by his admirers as “‘the 
Michael Angelo of the modern 
world.” He was a worker in mass, 
producing his subjects in detail onlv 
so far as he would bring out his 
dominating conception.

He showed no interest in the 
proceedings and while in the court- 
room did not speak to his attorney. 

When asked by the President of 
the court if he desired to make a 
statement, he allowed Von Reppert 
to answer quickly that he did not de; 
sire to do so. 

In the summing up Von Reppert 
introduced a newspaper containing 
the new questionaire, raising the 
anata that every drafted man is now 


relegated back to his status as a 
civillan by the new regulations, 

In summing up, Von Reppert, ad- 
mitted without parley, the facts 
charged by the Government, namely, 
that Franke refused to accompany 
the Fourteenth ward contingent of 
drafted men to Camp Funston, Oct. 
4. He was arested Oct. 10 on a 
charge of desertion and has been 
confined since in the guardhouse at

| there was no viciousness in his fail- 


ure to cbey the call. While he did 
not obey he went openly and frank- 
ly to Mr. Kortjohn, chairman of the 
local’ board, and said ‘Here I am.

Joven Dickerson Denies He St. Louis Fuel Conamittee Issues 


Took Any Part in East St. 
Louis Disturbance. 


Joseph Dickerson, 24 years old, 
one of the five defendants on trial in 
the Circuit Court at Belleville on 
charges of conspiracy in connection 
with the East St. Louis race riot, 
July 2, told yesterday how Fred 
Moore, an acquaintance, was shot 
and killed as they stood talking at 
Proadway and Eighth street the 
night of the riot. 

Dickerson also told of having seen 
two other white men shot at the 
same corner after Moore’s body was 
taken away. This is the only dis- 
turbance he saw during a 
the downtown district in the early 
part of the evening, he testified. 
Court was adjourned, following his 
testimony, until Monday. 

Dickerson was the fourth defend- 
ant to testify during presentation of 
testimony for the defense yesterday. 
Richard Brockway, another of the 
defendants, will probably be placed 
or the stand Monday. ' The other de- 
fendants who testified yesterday 
were John Tish, James W. Andrews 
and John Johnson. 


Says He Watched Fires. 

Dickerson said he spent from & 
® m. until 6 p. m. in the store of the 
Union Furniture Co., 231 Collins- 
ville avenue. In the evening, after 
supper, he went out to watch the 
negro houses and Opera House 
burning on Broadway, he testified. 

“After I left Eighth street 1 
walked to Fourth street and Broad- 
way,’’ Dickerson told. “There I sav 
the body of a negro hanging from 
a pole. There was a large crowd 
there and 15 or 20 militiamen were 
dispersing them. Then, ith Sam 
Morgan, whom I met hall I went 
up .Collinsville avenue to Missouri 
avenue. és 

“We then went over to Second 
street. There I helped a woman 
carry her furniture out of her house 
The house was burning. 

“[T was not near Walsh's under- 
taking parlor the entire day nor at 
any time was I south of Broadway. 
I didn’t even see the negro hung on 
Fourth street south of Broadway. 
much less take part in hanging him. 
Nor did I chase a negro into the un- 
dertaking parlor.” 


Try to Prove Alibi. 

Joseph Moxley, a negro janitor, 
told previously of having been 
chased by a mob and identified Dick- 
erson as the man who tried to seize 
him after he had fled into the un- 
dertaking parlor. This, Moxley re- 
lated, took place in the morning. 
Dickerson’s attorneys say they will 
place witnesses on the stand to show 
that Dickerson was in the store all 
morning. 

Dickerson was also identified by 
William Aldridge as the man who 
aided in hanging the negro on Fourth 
street. Dickerson testified yester- 
day he worked with Aldridge three 
years ago and they quarreled. There 
has been bad feeling between them 
since, Dickerson related. 

Samuel Morgan of East St. Louis 
corroborated Dickerson’s testimony 
of their meeting and alsotold of hav- 
ing walked about with Dickerson 
urgil they went home about 11 p. m. 

Mrs. Tampie Dickerson, Dicker- 
son's mother, who has attended each 
session of the trial, took the stand 
in her son's defense. She did not 
know where Dickerson went the 
night of the riot, but said he came 
home to lunch and supper the same 
as usual.

PROPOSED JU. R. SETTLEMENT. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The concluding paragraph of your edl- 
torial headed “Let Us Have Construction” 
embodies the views I hold on this ques- 
tion and which I would have expressed to 
the Public Utilities Committee last Tuesday 
night had not Chairman Schwartz “called 
time” before I reached that part of my 
argument; ‘an indeterminate franchise 
conditioned on a fair basis of earnings and 
good service’’—a solution, temporarily, of 
this vexed subject could not be moro hap- 
pily or concisely stated. And the public ts 
fortunate in having the powerful assist- 
ance of the Post-Dispach in thus clarifying 
the problem and aiding the eity to attain 
a settlement just alike to the people and to 
the United Railways Co. I use the 
qualifying word ‘“‘temporarily” because I 
believe that the best and the ultimate so- 
lution of the problem is for the city to 
take over the street railways and itself 
operate them in the interest of all the 
people, instead of, as now, allow them to 
be operated by a private corporation pri- 
marily for the benefit of the corporation’s 
shareholders and only secondarily for the 
benefit of the people. True, the U. R. 
says if the city will only give it another 
trial, this time for the trifling matter of 
31 years, it will give good service; but what 
guarantee does it offer for performing this 
promise? There is no guarantee in the 
proposed ordinance and certainly there is 
not much in the U. R.’s past history to in- 
spire confidence in its good faith; it prom- 
ised good service years ago when it re- 
ceived the franchises it now has. If it 
‘has not adequately kept those promises—as 
it has not—why accept its unsecured 
promises now in payment for a contract 
(not a license—for the proposed ordinance 
is so drawn as to be a contract which the 
city will be utterly unable to modify witn- 
out becoming liable in damages to the U. 
R.) that is to last 31 years and is worth

corruption; but undoubtedly in the end it 
would mean better and cheaper service, 
for with municipal ownership private 
profits need not be considered. There need 
be no watered stocks upon which dividends 
must be earned, thus allowing all increases 

- in revenues to be applied to betterments of 
the service, 

The'‘proposed ordinance would practical- 
ly kill all hope of municipal ownership for 
31 years, because it arbitrarily imposes a 
valuation of $66,000,000, which ifs at léast 
$22,000,000 more than the property is 
‘worth, as shown by the Public Service 
Committee composed of public-spirited 
men. Headed by J. L. Hornsby, it spent 
months In a painstaking tnvestigation and, 
after resolving every doubt in the U. R.’s 
fayor, was unable to find that the U. R. 
‘is worth more than $37,500,000. Its actual 
value is probably much less than that sum. 
Tn the face of such findings by such men, 
why bind St. Louis to pay $60,000,000, 
which would force the city to carry a bur- 
den of $22,000,000 overcapitalization from 
the very outset, and thus lessen if not de- 
stroy all chance of making municipal own- 
ership a success? To bind St. Louis hand 
and foot for more than a generation and a 
half would be the height of political im- 
morality, even if tn all other respects the 
ordinances were perfect; but to commit 


that great wrong and then add to it a 


clause binding the city to pay for the roads 
$22,000,000 more than their greatest possi- 
ble value would be so vicious and unwise 
as to raise doubts of the good faith of city 
Aldermen responsible for the act. Should 
they perpetuate such a wrong, the people 
should, and doubtless will, seek to undo it 
by invoking both the referendum and the 
recall.

WHOSE BILL IS IT? 

Candor and sincerity, without prejudice or an!- 
mosity, are necessary to fair dealing with the 
United Railways franchise bill pending in the 
Board of Aldermen.* 

While the people of St. Louis cannot forget the 
past record of the corporation and its promoters— 
an unparalleled record of corruption, oppression 
and financial juggling for the purpose of plunder- 
ing both the municipality and the public—we 
must use the past only as a lesson for the future 
and put behind us hostility and prejudice in con- 
sidering the company’s proposals for future rela- 
tions. 

We must do away with camouflage, which is 
freely used on both sides of the controversy. The 
settlement is a plain business proposition, involv- 
ing the solvency and efficiency of the company 
and the interests of the public in street car serv- 
ice, which {1s vital to profitable activities, comfort 
and convenience. 

We must not confuse the excellent ideas urged 
in favor of the company with the actual provi- 
sions of the bill. We may agree that the prime 
consideration is service and that the money paid 


‘Ito the city in special taxes or revenue shares 


should go into extensions, wages and better serv- 
ice, but this opinion does not guarantee that the 
railway bill, if adopted, will provide extensions, 
good wages or better service. 

Is the bill advantageous to the city? Does it 
guarantee or give fair assurance of street rail- 
way extensions and the kind of service required 
by St. Louis now and for the next ‘$1 years? 
These are the vital questions. 

The surface benefits of the bill are all in favor 
of the company. In the bill the company gets 
what it failed to get by years of litigation, the 
repeal of the mill tax, and not only its repeal, 
but the practical abrogation by the city of the 
power to levy any but property taxes and speci- 
fied underlying franchise taxes. The company 
gains in revenue about $120,000 the first year by 
the substitution of 8 per cent of itd revenue for 
the abandoned taxes. This saving, which is 6 
per cent on $2,000,000, will increase during the 
life of the franchise. 

We have already pointed out that the company, 
by the provision fixing its capital and purchase 
value at $60,000,000, can take from 6 to 8 per cent 
on this sum, depending upon its profits. The as- 
sertion that it has lost anything by dropping 
$43,000,000 of paper capital is mere camouflage. 
The paper capital it drops is worthless; it is pure 
water, to be turned into money in proportion to 
the squeezing the business can bear. For years 
the company has paid nothing beyond the inter- 
est on its bonds. The aggregate market value 
of its stocks and bonds is far below the $60,- 
000,000 the city agrees shall be its purchase price 
and its capital basis for 6, 7 or 8 per cent profits. 

If the company does not earn enough to pay 
six per cent on $60,000,000, there will be no money 
for extensions or better service. 

It is permitted to earn 7 per cent before any 
surplus can be divided between the city and com- 
pany and 8 per cent before the city is permitted 
to take half of the surplus. It is a fair guess that 
there will be no surplus for the de luxe service 
which our street car agents dangle before our 
eye as the lure for support of the Dill. Invest- 
ments in extensions are added to the capital 
value. 

There will be, however, when the bill is passed, 
an immediate rise in the stocks and bonds of the 
corporation. It will be a great stock and bond 
deal. The mere introduction of the compromise 
bills resulted in an immediate effect on the mar- 
ketable value of the stocks and bonds. 

The company gains a 31-year extension of its 
franchises, the rehabilitation of its finances, mil- 
lions of good dollars for paper certificates and the 
power to earn dividends and borrow money for 
extensions and improvements. 

The city gains nothing except the financial re- 
demption of its broken down street car system, 
from a bankrupt to a going concern, and the hope 
that in redeeming and backing and rehabilitating 
it the city will get the extensions and the serv- 
ice it badly needs. , 

We call the proposals the “company’s proposals” 
because the company is the principal beneficiary 
and is spending thousands of dollars to induce 
the Board of Aldermen to put the Dill over and 
the public to accept it. 

It is natural under the circumstances that the 
people should view the patched measure with sus- 
picion, which is strengthened by a well-grounded 
belief that {t had its inception in a political un- 
derstanding. The history of these bills goes far 
to confirm the public belief that there is a direct 
connection between the solidarity of the interests 
in support of the Kiel administration and the 
hasty production of “compromise” raflway Dills 
and the effort to railroad them through the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Now the people of St. Louis will not brook a po- 
litical deal. They will not accept any kind of 
a deal except & square deal. 

Is St. Louts getting, in the proposed bill, which 
is not only a franchise, but a contract binding 
upon the city for 31 years and binding upon it In 
any dealings it subsequently has with the com- 
pany concerning its property, a square deal? 

We do not think so. We believe an Indeterm!- 
nate franch allowing the company fair returns, 


but retaining all the city’s powers, would be far 


preferable. We could then levy or remit taxes for 


good reasons and compél reasonable extensions 
and good service on penalty of forfeiture. We 
need not be afraid that fair terms will drive the 


company out of business.

OCHEAPENING STEEL $2 A TON. 

The company which will engage in the manu- 
facture of metallurgical coke from Illinois coal 
will be called the St. Louis Coke and Chemical 
Co. It will devote $15,000,000 to its aims, it is 
said, if that much should be needed. 

One of the officers of the new company states 
that it will enable steel to be produced here at a 
cost less by $2 a ton than the cost in Pittsburg. 
Doubtless this estimate is based on the saving 
in coke cost alone, without reference to the cost 
of assembling ore in the two centers. But with 
iron ore made available here at a cost not exceed- 
ing that in Pittsburg, the estimate is entirely 
credible. 

A saving of $2, or even $i, a ton on the 1000 
tons of basic steel required every day in the year 
for the manufacturing processes of the St. Louis 
district will alone be a tremendous thing. But, of 
course, with steel cheaper than Pittsburg can pro- 
duce it and the high freight cost from that sec- 
tion saved, the consumption will speedily go far 
beyond 1000 tons a day. ‘The economies in the 
use of molten metal without the need for reheat- 
ing will be important. The gas from the coke 
plant will furnish cheap fuel for many industrial 
processes. Other by-products from the coke re- 
torts will furnish cheap raw material for varied 
industries. 

But, of course, steel making has possibilities 
far surpassing those of any other line of manu- 
facturing. The new plant may not begin opera- 
tions in time to be of much service to war needs, 
but it must not be supposed that the ratio between 
supply and war demands, now so largely in excess 
of all possible sources of iron, will be equalized 
at the end of the war. The accumulation of do- 
mestic needs, deferred on account of the war, will 
not be met, we may believe, for many years. The 
demand for the reconstruction of a large portion 
of Europe will long continue. 
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THE SOUTH AND SUFFRAGE. 

The Southern states are interested in the proba- 
bility that the national suffrage amendment will 
be submitted to the various state Legislatures by 
the Congress that meets two weeks from tomor- 
row. The Southerners do not like the prospect 
because they fear that three-fourths of the states 
will ratify the amendment. Already they are 
counting noses. 5s 

President Wilson‘s roses advice to the New 
York women on the suffrage issue, now settled in 
that State, was received coldly in the South at 
first, but later they found that they were in ac- 
cord with the President’s view that suffrage was 
a state issue and not a question to be settled at 
Washington. The suffrage victory in New York 
was a disappointment to the South, but there is 
a measure of comfort in the defeat in Ohio. Some 
have reasoned that the defeat in Ohio shows that 
the suffrage ardor is dying in the West, where it 
started. 

THE MIRROR AND BAST ST. LOUIS. 

The congressional committee which has been 
investigating the East St. Louis riots is about to 
suspend the labors on which it engaged soon after 
the adjournment of Congress. It will hold further 
sessions at Washington and prepare there its re- 
port on the valuable and suggestive material it 
has- collected, but probably the most important 
part of its task in East St. Louis has been con- 
cluded. 

We have said that the committee has sustained 
the best traditions of past congressional inquiries 
of importance. It has done more than that. It 
has set new standards for all future inquiries 
under congressional auspices. In its membership, 
both political parties and several of the grand 
divisions of the country were represented. There 
has been no sign, however, of any political bias 
in the weighing of evidence. No member from 
the South has sought to minimize facts because 
the delicate subject of race prejudice has been 
under consideration. 

An elevated, judicial spirit has modes the 
committee sessions and it has been amazingly 
successful in bringing out the truth in a com- 
plicated situation. Its exposures of greed in high 
places and degradation in low places and of law- 
lessness everywhere, do not, of course, present 
conditions typical of East St. Louis people as a 
whole. What it has done has been to bring to 
public view the operations of a conscienceless set 
of public and private plunderers who have been 
enabled to pursue their criminal course because 
of the neglect of the decent people and a popular 
helplessness due to lack of organization. 

It has held the mirror up to East St. Louis and 
shown the results ofya profligate and law-defying 
official life and a debasing latitude permitted to 
vice. The reflection in that mirror has not been 
a pleasant one for decency to look at. What is 
East St. Louis going to do about it? 

The committee has done its part, done it pains- 
takingly and well. It has shown the facts in a 
deplorable state of affairs and indicated the way 
to betterments. The restofation of law and order 
and decency in East St. Louis depends on East St. 
Louls itself. 


QUARANTINE FOR < CAMP FOLLOWERS. 

The Kansas Board of Health has launched a 
daring undertaking in an effort to clear up the 
territory surrounding the three army camps in 
that State. It is announced by Dr. S. J. Crum- 
bine, secretary of the board, that a moral and 
physical quarantine will be established, the ex- 
tent of which will be sufficient to include all ter- 

itory used by the soldiera, 

All men and women within this district whose 
conduct arouses suspicion will be subjected to a 
severe examination. If the results permit, they 
will be sent to a quarantine camp for treatment 
of any ailments discovered. If only moral laxness 
is found, they will be deported or subjected to 
close supervision. Those who are sent to the 
detention camps will be released only by order of 
the Health Department, which will consider both 
mental and physical fitness. That there is need 
of stringent regulations is manifest, but on the 
other hand there is danger of abuses which may 
result in inj and injustice. Abuse must be
